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THALERS  AND  TECHNOLOGY

From  as  early  as  the  10th  century,  or  when  in  965,  as  legend  has  it,  a  horse’s  hoof 
broke  off  a  piece  of  rock  revealing  the  presence  of  silver  on  the  Rammelsberg  in  the 
Harz  mountains  of  north-west  Germany,  the  ores  of  that  region  were  vigorously 
(exploited.  The  silver  extracted  from  the  galena  (silver/lead)  ores  of  the  mining  zone 
kvas  eventually  to  form  a  substantial  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  duchy  of  Brunswick- 
Liineberg,  and  in  course  of  time  the  mints  of  Andreasberg,  Zellerfeld  and  Clausthal, 
iall  in  the  heart  of  the  mining  area,  grew  and  developed.  According  to  Leibniz,  writing 
(about  1680,  they  were  then  producing  the  most  handsome  coinage  of  all  the  German 
[states. 

Coins  have  served  as  a  vehicle  for  official  propaganda  from  Roman  times  but  a 
rather  different  fashion  began  to  develop  in  the  Brunswick  mints  during  the  early 
decades  of  the  17th  century.  Well  before  that  time  however  special  silver  coins  of  large 
i denominations  were  issued  periodically  by  the  Harz  mints.  These  were  show  pieces 
((Schaustucke)  and  redeemers  (Loser).  Both  were  produced  regularly  but  the  latter  in

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much  greater  numbers.  From  1574  to  1688  in  fact  the  issues  of  redeemers  was  used  by 
the  dukes  as  a  device  for  building  up  reserves  of  bullion  at  no  cost  to  themselves.  In 
order  to  conserve  stocks  of  silver  the  mints  began  to  strike  silver  coins  of  from  1J  to 
16  thalers  in  value  which  citizens,  according  to  their  financial  status,  were  required  to 
purchase.  Such  coins  were  not  permitted  to  be  used  as  currency  and  were  redeemable 
only  by  the  government:  hence  their  name.  Even  low  value  Schaustiicke  and  Loser 
were  largish  coins  (about  21  inches  in  diameter)  and  offered  ample  scope  for  engravers 
to  produce  handsome  designs. 

As  early  as  1624  the  reverses  of  pieces  struck  at  Andreasberg  to  the  designs  of  mint- 
master  Heinrich  Pechstein  began  to  show  scenes  of  herding,  farming,  mining  and 
fishing.  The  fashion  evidently  proved  popular  for  by  1638  Henning  Schluter,  mint- 
master  at  Zellerfeld,  was  designing  reverses  devoted  to  mining  alone,  showing  typical 
surface  installations  such  as  the  gopels,  conical  buildings  which  sheltered  the  horse- 
winches  raising  rock  and  ore  from  the  workings.  Coins  of  1647  struck  at  Clausthal  in 
their  turn  showed  scenes  similar  to  those  produced  earlier  at  Andreasberg. 

In  the  years  that  followed  the  idea  of  displaying  mining  landscapes,  and  more 
importantly  the  machines  which  pumped  the  mines  free  of  water,  was  vigorously 
developed,  and  provides  evidence  of  the  highest  interest  in  tracing  the  history  of  such 
devices.  The  greatest  problem  which  the  Harz  miners  faced  (like  all  miners  everywhere) 
was  how  to  draw  water  from  the  shafts  and  workings  as  they  were  steadily  driven 
deeper  in  following  the  veins  of  metal.  In  mountainous  districts  the  problem  of

flooding  could  usually  be  solved,  in  the  early  stages  at  least,  by  digging  relief  tunnels, 
or  adits,  from  some  point  on  the  surface  lying  at  a  lower  level  than  the  deepest  part  of 
the  mine.  When  the  adit  intercepted  the  workings  the  water  in  them  could  flow  away 
by  gravity :  the  adit  gradient  was  scrupulously  engineered  to  ensure  that  this  happened. 
The  technique  was  an  ancient  one  (perhaps  going  back  to  1000  bc  in  Anatolia). 

A  more  serious  situation  arose  when  workings  were  driven  below  adit  level.  It 
seems  certain  that  before  about  1400  mines  were  usually  abandoned  once  such  deeper 
workings  filled  with  water  since  engineers  lacked  devices  capable  of  dealing  econ¬ 
omically  with  the  problem.  During  the  15th  century  however  new  machines  such  as 
the  rag  and  chain  pump  and  the  horse  and  water  driven  bucket  hoist  were  developed 
which  eventually  permitted  shafts  to  be  sunk  several  hundred  feet  below  adit.  Water 
could  now  be  lifted,  at  some  cost  admittedly,  to  the  lowest  point  of  gravity  discharge, 
usually  an  adit  at  a  higher  level,  but  occasionally  to  the  mouth  of  the  shaft  itself.  But 
whatever  it  was  that  had  released  the  sources  of  inventiveness,  the  impulse  to  invent 
did  not  die  away.  The  pressure  on  engineers  to  invent  ever  more  powerful  engines  saw 
to  that.  By  the  time  that  Georgius  Agricola  was  writing  his  treatise  on  metals,  De  re 
metallica ,  the  first  great  work  on  mining  in  European  literature  but  published  posthum¬ 
ously  in  1556,  a  new  type  of  machine,  the  suction  lift  pump,  was  proving  so  much  more 
efficient  and  cheap  to  use  than  the  older  types  that  mine  owners  in  Germany  were 
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losing  no  time  in  re-equipping  their  mines.  Detailed  accounts  kept  by  Martin  Planer, 
chief  engineer  of  the  Freiberg  mines  in  Saxony  from  1557-1570,  show  that  economies 
of  90%  in  the  cost  of  water  pumping  could  be  achieved  with  the  new  machines. 
Agricola’s  engraving  of  one  of  these  shows  three  pumps  set  one  above  the  other,  all 
set  in  motion  by  a  water  wheel  placed  over  them.  But  this  was  an  early  prototype  and 
by  the  late  1580s  had  been  greatly  improved  and  could  pump  from  about  700  feet 
compared  with  the  70  feet  of  the  earlier  model. 

A  great  drawback  remained  however.  Such  machines  required  large  volumes  of 
water  to  drive  them  and  that  water  had  to  be  available  at  the  shaft  site  either  at  its 
mouth  or  at  some  point  lower  down  it  but  necessarily  above  adit  level.  Water  some¬ 
times  flowed  conveniently  to  hand  or  could  be  led  to  where  it  was  wanted,  frequently 
along  expensively  engineered  canals.  But  what  if,  as  was  often  the  case,  there  was  no 
way  to  get  water  to  where  it  was  wanted  and  prohibitively  expensive  horses  had  to  be 
used  to  work  the  pumps?  By  the  1560s  certainly,  engineers  were  casting  about  for 
solutions  to  the  problem.  Would  it  prove  possible,  for  instance,  to  transmit  the  energy 
of  a  stream  tapped  by  a  water  wheel  lying  some  way  from  the  mine  across  the  gap 
between  the  wheel  and  the  shaft?  A  period  of  experimentation  began  and  took  the 
form  of  attaching  a  series  of  linked  wooden  rods  to  the  crank  handle  of  the  water  wheel. 
Such  a  horizontal  rod  line,  suitably  supported  to  minimize  friction,  would  be  moved  to 
and  fro  by  the  crank  with  its  further  end  extending  over  the  shaft.  Here  its  line  of 
motion  could  be  readily  re-directed  down  the  shaft  to  work  a  column  of  pumps. 
Devices  like  this  worked  well  enough  to  encourage  their  further  development.  By  1600 
a  standard  type  had  emerged  which  employed  a  double  line  of  rods.  These  were  sup¬ 
ported  by  swing  arms  set  between  wooden  supporting  legs.  Georg  von  Lohneyss, 
chief  engineer  of  the  Zellerfeld  mines  from  1596  to  1622,  published  a  book  on  mining 
in  1617  which  contains  a  good  deal  of  information  on  this  period.  In  his  report  on 
mining  (Bericht  vom  Bergwerk)  he  mentions  that  rod  line  machines,  by  replacing

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heavy  muscular  effort,  had  greatly  relieved  the  toil  of  the  miners  and  could  transmit 
power  over  distances  of  a  mile  or  more.  His  engraving  of  such  machines  showing  that 
rod  lines  could  be  made  to  change  direction  in  order  to  negotiate  difficult  contours 
confirms  rather  earlier  evidence  of  this  particular  expertise. 

So  far  one  has  largely  depended  on  drawings  to  piece  together  the  story  of  the 
development  of  these  sophisticated  machines  but  just  when  such  evidence  fails,  the 
thalers  of  Zellerfeld  and  Clausthal,  with  their  scenes  of  mining  activity’,  are  available  to 
provide  visual  clues  as  to  what  happened  next. 

In  1657  Lippold  Weber,  mint-master  at  Clausthal  from  1640  to  1675,  produced  a 
design  in  which  a  rod  engine  traverses  the  middle  ground  transmitting  power  to  the 
shafts  protected  by  gopels.  In  the  sky  overhead  a  prancing  horse,  the  symbol  of 
Liineberg,  is  displayed  beneath  the  hand  of  the  deity  extending  a  laurel  wreath. 
Below  the  machine  an  underground  scene  shows  miners  at  work  in  the  timbered 
shafts  and  winding  up  buckets  of  ore.  The  design  of  the  rod  machine  has  changed 
however  from  that  shown  by  von  Lohneyss  in  1617.  The  legs  supporting  the  rods  are 
now  braced  by  horizontal  timbers  laid  lengthwise  on  their  tops,  a  change  evidently 
dictated  by  the  need  to  stiffen  the  structure  against  the  massive  pulls  and  thrusts 
exerted  by  the  rod  lines.  By  1677,  when  Heinrich  Bonhorst  issued  his  first  pieces, 
following  his  appointment  to  Weber’s  position  early  in  1675,  the  design  of  the  rod 
machines  had  changed  again.  The  swing  arms  supporting  the  rod  lines  were  now 
placed  at  the  mid-point  between  the  pairs  of  horizontal  timbers  and  not  as  before 
between  the  supporting  legs.  The  changed  position  made  it  possible  to  strengthen  the 
legs  still  further  with  heavy  cross  pieces. 

From  the  subsequent  history  of  such  machines  it  is  clear  that  this  was  almost  the 
last  stage  in  the  refinement  of  their  design  until  the  time  when  steam  engines  began  to 
displace  them  in  the  19th  century.  What  precisely  led  the  mint-masters  of  the  Harz  to 
hit  upon  and  develop  this  fashion  for  displaying  machines  on  their  handsome  thalers 
is  difficult  to  say.  Was  it  consciously  or  unconsciously  a  recognition  that  the  whole 
mining  enterprise  depended  on  these  machines?  Or  should  we  see  it  explicitly  as  yet 
one  more  expression  of  the  way  in  which  western  Europeans  increasingly  saw  tech¬ 
nology  as  a  way  of  improving  man’s  estate  and  ultimately  of  perfecting  it?  Some  of  the 
best  minds  of  the  16th  and  17th  centuries  certainly  held  such  hopes  of  technical 
progress,  and  who  shall  say  that  their  confidence  was  misplaced?

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EDWARD  THE  CONFESSOR

The  late  Saxon  coins  are  one  of  the  few  truly  contemporary  documents  remaining 
from  this  period.  They  indicate  a  centrally  run  economy  that  was  relatively  un¬ 
affected  by  such  periods  of  political  uncertainty  as  the  reigns  of  Harold  and 
Harthacnut.  The  pattern  for  the  coinage  at  this  time  had  been  set  by  the  reform  of 
King  Edgar  half  a  century  earlier.  Coins  were  struck  in  forty  or  fifty  boroughs, 
fortified  administrative  and  marketing  centres  so  distributed  throughout  the  king¬ 
dom  that  no  citizen  had  more  than  a  day’s  walk  to  reach  one.  Striking  coins  was  the 
responsibility  of  designated  moneyers  whose  coins  were  identified  for  control  pur¬ 
poses  with  their  name  and  town  on  the  reverse.  Not  all  boroughs  were  of  equal  im¬ 
portance,  and  cities  like  London  and  Lincoln  had  many  moneyers  while  smaller 
boroughs  might  have  only  one.  Each  moneyer  would  collect  his  dies  in  London  on 
payment  of  a  fee.  To  ensure  a  strict  control  over  the  economy  and  the  currency,  the 
coin  type  was  changed  every  two  or  three  years.  Old  coins  were  brought  to  the 
moneyer  who  would  strike  them  into  coins  of  the  new  type7.  The  coins  types  for  the 
first  half  of  the  reign  followed  the  stereotyped  pattern  developed  by  Aethelred  II.  A 
conventional  profile  bust  and  the  king’s  titles  appear  on  the  obverse,  the  moneyer’s 
name  and  a  cross  appear  on  the  reverse.  Within  this  format  the  differentiation  between 
the  different  types  was  clear  and  deliberate.  The  positioning  and  decoration  of  the 
royal  bust  and  the  shape  and  size  of  the  cross  served  to  make  coins  of  different  types 
easily  recognisable.  Edward’s  first  coinage  shows  the  stylized  portrait  of  the  King  with 
a  sceptre  and  the  letters  PACX  in  the  quarters  of  the  cross  on  the  reverse.  (Fig.  1)  The

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significance  of  the  letters  is  uncertain  but  whether  they  are  a  christogram  or  a  greeting 
of  peace  they  can  be  seen  as  a  gesture  of  goodwill  towards  the  church.  The  most  dis¬ 
tinctive  feature  of  the  second  coinage  introduced  around  1044  is  the  very  small  cross 
at  the  centre  of  an  otherwise  plain  reverse,  except  for  the  coins  of  York  which  usually 
have  an  ammulet.  (Fig.  2)  The  portrait  shows  Edward  wearing  a  radiate  crown  and  is 
clearly  modelled  on  the  Roman  antoninianus,  examples  of  which  would  have  been 
frequently  found  in  the  ruins  of  old  Roman  settlements  across  the  country.  The  type 
introduced  in  1046  again  shows  the  King  holding  a  sceptre  continuing  a  tradition  in 
which  alternate  types  include  or  omit  the  sceptre.  (Fig.  3)  The  reverse  bears  a  very 
elaborately  decorated  cross  with  a  small  square  at  its  centre  and  a  trefoil  in  each 
quarter,  in  1048  the  penny  was  reduced  in  size  and  weight  and  carried  a  plain  cross 
(Fig.  4)  and  in  1050  this  design  was  replaced  with  an  expanding  cross.  (Fig.  5)  During 
the  currency  of  this  design  at  about  the  time  when  the  heregeld  was  dropped  the 
weight  of  the  penny  was  increased  by  50  per  cent.,  the  light  and  heavy  pennies 
apparently  circulating  together. 

At  this  same  time  Edward  faced  the  next  major  crisis  of  his  reign  precipitated  by 
the  death  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  October,  1050.  The  King  appointed 
to  the  post  his  Norman  friend,  Robert  of  Jumiege,  who,  jealous  of  Godwin’s  influence 
with  the  King,  set  out  to  break  the  Earl’s  power.  He  hinted  to  Edward  that  Godwin 
was  plotting  his  assassination.  The  hitherto  warm  relationship  between  the  King  and 
his  premier  Earl  began  to  cool  and  when  Edward  reprimanded  Godwin  after  an 
incident  between  the  Earl’s  troops  and  those  of  Edward’s  visiting  brother-in-law, 
Godwin  openly  challenged  the  King  with  his  army.  Edward  played  for  time,  won 
the  support  of  the  northern  earls  and  finally  forced  Godwin  to  flee  the  country  in 
disgrace  with  all  his  family.  Even  the  Queen,  his  daughter,  was  banished  to  Wilton 
Abbey  where  she  had  been  educated  as  a  child.  Edward’s  skilful  handling  of  the 
crisis  and  his  complete  humiliation  of  the  powerful  house  of  Godwin  without  any  loss 
of  life  or  credibility  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  triumph  of  political  diplomacy. 

The  following  year  Godwin  and  his  sons  returned  to  England  with  a  strong  force 
and  met  the  King  at  London.  Edward  was  again  caught  unprepared,  but  this  time 
he  was  unable  to  repeat  his  previous  coup  and  was  forced  to  restore  Godwin  to  his 
lands,  though  he  did  so  with  an  ill  grace.  It  was  now  the  turn  of  Robert  of  Jumiege 
to  flee  as  he  saw  his  own  star  set.  He  was  replaced  by  the  Saxon,  Stigand,  an  old 
confidant  of  the  recently  deceased  Queen  Emma. 

Earl  Godwin  only  survived  his  restoration  by  a  few  months  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Harold.  The  death  of  Earl  Siward  of  Northumbria  followed  shortly  after 
and,  since  there  was  no  one  in  Siward’s  own  family  old  enough  to  rule  the  troubled 
northern  frontier,  Edward  gave  the  earldom  to  Harold’s  brother  Tostig.  Harold  and 
Tostig  were  very  close  and  formed  a  powerful  team  carrying  out  a  spectacularly 
successful  invasion  of  Wales.  Both  brothers  were  capable  leaders  though  Tostig  was 
the  more  taciturn.  His  ruthlessness  in  Northumbria  made  him  an  effective  guardian 
of  the  northern  marches  though  less  popular  with  his  subjects.

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THE  TREATY  OF  UTRECHT  MEDALLION

In  1713  John  Croker  designed  a  fine  medallion  to  commemorate  the  Treaty  of 
Utrecht.  Engraved  in  the  style  of  Greek  coinage,  the  bust,  being  in  high  relief, 
shows  an  attractive  profile  of  Queen  Anne  facing  left.  The  legend  around  the  bust 
reads  anna.dg.mag.bri.fr.et.hib.reg.  The  reverse  portrays  a  standing  Britannia 
facing  left.  She  holds  an  olive  branch  in  her  right  hand  and  has  a  shield  and  staff  at  her 
left  side.  The  scene  depicted  behind  Britannia  has,  to  the  left,  three  ships ;  the  nearest 
is  possibly  a  man-of-war.  To  the  right  there  is  a  single  ship  on  the  horizon  and  on 
land  two  men;  one  ploughing,  the  other  sowing  seeds.  The  legend  reads  compositis. 
venerantur.armis  and  in  the  exergue  the  date  mdccxiii.  The  illustrated  medallion  is 
in  silver  (34mm)  other  examples  were  struck  in  gold  (see  Dec.  78  Bulletin  no.  U550) 
and  copper. 

The  treaty  of  Utrecht  was  the  culmination  of  negotiations  by  Henry  St.  John, 
Viscount  Bolingbroke  on  behalf  of  the  Tories  to  end  the  War  of  Spanish  Succession. 
Britain  had,  in  fact,  made  an  earlier  separate  truce  with  France  in  1712,  but  all  the 
involved  countries  finally  met  at  Utrecht  in  1713  to  deal  with  three  major  issues  which 
affected  the  complicated  international  relationships  of  Europe  at  that  time. 

First  there  had  to  be  the  assumption  that  all  participating  nations  held  an  equal 
balance  of  power  and  that  it  was  the  politicians’  duty  to  prevent  this  balance  from 
being  disrupted.  Secondly  the  gathering  at  Utrecht  was  to  deal  with  dynastic  ambitions 
because  these  involved  both  the  power  of  the  ruling  families  and  the  countries  over 
which  they  used  their  authority  and  influence.  The  third  major  point  for  discussion 
was  commercialism;  which  played  a  vital  role  in  the  eighteenth  century  when  the 
acquisition  of  trading  rights  and  naval  bases  were  essential  to  a  nation’s  commercial 
prosperity. 

In  the  final  settlement  Philip  V  was  recognised  as  King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies; 
so  Louis  XIV’s  immediate  plan  for  putting  a  Bourbon  on  the  Spanish  throne  was 
realised.  But  Philip  was  to  renounce  his  claim  to  the  French  kingdom:  a  situation 
which  would  have  most  certainly  unbalanced  the  scales  of  power  with  the  likelihood 
of  a  union  of  France  and  Spain  under  one  crown.  Nor  was  Emperor  Charles  II 
able  to  disturb  the  balance  by  acquiring  the  Spanish  empire  in  addition  to  his  own 
Hapsburg  dominions.  He  had  to  renounce  his  claim  to  the  Spanish  throne  and  any 
further  attempt  to  re-assert  such  a  claim  was  prevented  by  the  provision  that  the 
Duke  of  Savoy  should  succeed  to  the  Spanish  throne  in  the  event  of  Philip  V  dying 
without  a  direct  heir.  The  Emperor  was  compensated,  however,  and  the  balance 
restored  by  the  division  of  the  Spanish  empire  in  Europe  between  himself  and  the 
Duke  of  Savoy. 
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The  Dutch,  who  had  endured  so  much  from  French  invasions,  were  granted  the 
right  to  garrison  certain  fortress  towns  in  the  Austrian  Netherlands  and  their  trade 
was  protected  from  competition  by  the  reaffirmation  of  the  closure  of  the  River 
Scheldt  to  foreign  shipping.  Antwerp  was  therefore  prevented  from  rivalling  Am¬ 
sterdam  or  London.  The  earlier  Barrier  Treaty  between  the  Dutch  and  British  was 
also  renewed  in  an  attempt  to  check  French  aggression.  In  Germany  the  Electors  of 
Bavaria  and  Cologne  recovered  their  former  territories  which  had  been  taken  during 
the  wars,  whilst  the  King  of  Prussia  had  his  title  recognised  by  all  the  powers. 

With  confirmation  of  her  rights  over  Gibraltar  and  Minorca,  which  had  been 
seized  during  the  war  with  Spain,  Britain’s  Mediterranean  trade  routes  were  assured 
of  safety.  Whilst  in  North  America  Britain  acquired  Acadia,  Hudson  Bay  and  New¬ 
foundland,  subject  to  certain  fishing  rights,  as  well  as  St.  Kitts  in  the  West  Indies 
from  France.  Britain  also  secured  the  prized  “Asiento”  treaty  from  Spain  which 
permitted  her  to  send  one  shipload  of  goods  a  year  to  the  great  fairs  of  Vera  Cruz 
and  Cartagena  and  to  supply  slaves  to  the  Spanish-American  colonies. 

Finally  Britain  obtained  French  recognition  of  the  Hanoverian  claims  to  the 
English  throne  and  publicly  Louis  was  obliged  to  abandon  the  Stuart  cause.  Such  a 
decision  proved  disastrous  to  them  as  finding  favour  with  only  a  minority  of  the 
British  public,  their  hopes  had  centred  on  support  of  a  foreign  power.  So  that  when 
Queen  Anne  died  in  September  of  the  next  year  and  George  I  succeeded  to  the 
throne  the  Stuarts  dynastic  ambitions  became  a  lost  cause ;  one  of  many  far  reaching 
consequences  following  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht. 


“THE  COMMENCEMENT  OF  INDIGENOUS 
SWEDISH  COINAGE”:  A  CORRECTION

Michael  Mitchiner’s  The  World  of  Islam:  Oriental  Coins  and  their  Values  (Hawkins 
Publications,  London  1977)  must  have  been  warmly  welcomed  by  everyone  who, 
without  knowing  the  languages,  has  ever  tried  to  decipher  Arabic  or  other  oriental 
coins.  The  work  indeed  is  comprehensive — but  one  cannot  fail  noting  that  the  author 
may  have  been  too  ambitious  in  this  respect.  On  p.  317,  after  a  short  chapter  en¬ 
titled  “Trade  between  Sweden  and  Afghanistan  during  the  Viking-Samanid  period’' 
we  find,  as  no.  2334  under  the  heading  “Commencement  of  indigenous  Swedish 
coinage”,  an  imitation  of  an  Anglo-Saxon  penny  of  the  Long  Cross  type  of  Ai-thelred 
II,  followed  by  a  genuine  English  penny  of  the  type  as  “prototype  for  the  initial 
Swedish  coinage”.  If  it  does  not  seem  quite  clear  why  these  twro  coins  should  be 
included  in  a  catalogue  of  oriental  coins,  it  must  be  confessed  that  it  is  by  no  means 
self-evident  that  the  coin  here  published  as  Swedish  really  is  from  Sweden.  It 
definitely  does  not  bear  the  name  of  Olof  Skotkonung,  as  claimed  in  the  w'ork,  and 
even  if  it  did,  it  still  would  not  represent  the  initial  Swedish  coinage  of  the  Viking 
Age. 

The  first  coins  that  can  be  given  with  confidence  to  Sweden  are  imitations  not  of 
Long  Cross  but  of  the  preceding  Crux  type.  They  were  minted  around  the  year  995 
in  the  name  of  Olof  Skotkonung,  whose  reign  is  now  dated  to  c.  995 -c.  1022.  Most  of 
these  coins  (not  “some”)  have  the  mint-signature  of  Sigtuna,  Olof’s  capital  north  of 
the  present  Stockholm. 

There  are  indeed  slightly  later  Long  Cross  coins  also  wath  the  name  of  Olof 
Skotkonung,  but  the  coin  published  by  Mitchiner  does  not  belong  with  them.  It  is  in 
fact  a  fairly  characteristic  representative  of  a  large  group  of  imitations  loosely  called 
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“Scandinavian”.  Many  of  them  probably  were  struck  within  the  area  that  is  now 
Sweden  during  Olof ’s  reign,  but  for  the  present  at  least  all  evidence  for  an  attribution 
to  Svealand,  let  alone  to  Sigtuna,  in  this  particular  case  seems  to  be  lacking,  and  the 
coin  is  not  even  claimed  as  Swedish  in  any  modern  work  on  Swedish  coins.  According 
to  Mitchiner  the  obverse  legend  reads  -f  coFLAro+m  which,  he  says,  is  m  olalfos 
retrograde.  This  is  not  correct:  the  pseudo-legend  in  question  clearly  represents  a 
blundering  of  ALthelred’s  name  reading  in  normal  western  fashion  from  left  to  right 
-f-EDFLRroiTm  or  something  to  that  effect.  It  is  likewise  certain  that  the  reverse 
legend  is  neither  the  -f  m  on  or  n  fol  nor  the  mon  olafos  that  have  been  claimed, 
though  here  the  degenerate  letter  forms  admittedly  make  any  transcription  con¬ 
jectural. 

The  coin  is  not  unique.  In  the  Copenhagen  volume  II  of  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the 
British  Isles  the  variety  is  represented  by  no  fewer  than  three  specimens  (nos.  1567, 
1581-2),  the  first  of  which  has  a  slightly  different  and  even  more  barbarous  reverse. 
Further  specimens  are  doubtless  to  be  found  in  the  Swedish  national  collection.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  study  and  publication  of  the  rich  material  there  by  Dr  Brita 
Maimer  in  due  time  will  solve  many  of  the  outstanding  problems  presented  by  the 
“Scandinavian  imitations”. 

A.N.S.  RECEIVES  GOETZ  MEDAL  COLLECTION 


A  collection  of  almost  i,ooo  examples  of  the  work  of  the  German  medalist  Karl 
Goetz,  valued  at  $110,000,  has  been  given  to  the  American  Numismatic  Society  by 
Messrs.  Ira,  Lawrence  and  Mark  Goldberg  of  Beverly  Hills,  California.  Born  in  1875, 
Goetz  produced  over  600  different  medals  and  plaques  before  his  death  in  1950. 
Almost  90%  of  his  output  is  represented  in  this  collection,  many  examples  being  in 
oversized  cast  iron  models  as  well  as  in  one  or  more  finished  specimens.  The  collection 
also  includes  several  sets  of  hubs  and  dies. 

Altogether  this  must  be  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  collections  of  its  sort  in 
existence,  since  it  includes  five  medals  unlisted  in  the  standard  catalogue  by  Gunther 
Kienast,  at  least  seventeen  for  which  Kienast  was  unable  to  provide  a  description,  and 
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numerous  examples  of  sizes  and  varieties  unknown  to  Kienast.  Probably  the  best 
known  is  Goetz’s  satirical  medal  on  the  sinking  of  the  “Lusitania”  by  a  German 
submarine  off  the  coast  of  Ireland  on  7th  May,  1915.  After  the  original  was  produced 
in  1916,  numerous  copies  were  distributed  in  Britain  and  America  in  a  wave  of  anti- 
German  propaganda  that  led  to  the  United  States’  entry  into  the  war.  Eleven  examples 
of  the  medal — originals  as  well  as  copies — are  in  this  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  topical  medals  of  the  war  period  and  later,  Goetz  produced  a 
large  series  of  historical  and  contemporary  portraits.  The  passionate  imagination 
which  he  poured  into  his  record  of  the  violent  public  events  of  his  time  is  accordingly 
tempered  by  the  idealism  and  affection  with  which  he  modelled  the  great  figures  of 
history  as  well  as  his  own  circle  of  family  and  friends.  The  collection  includes  the  rare 
self-portrait  medal,  executed  in  1935  and  inscribed  “To  my  esteemed  patrons  and 
friends.”  Another  important  part  of  Goetz’s  work  is  the  series  of  coin  patterns  he 
produced  both  for  the  Empire  and  for  the  Weimar  republic — designs  that  show  the 
characteristic  vigour  of  this  master  of  numismatic  art.  An  exhibit  of  this  collection 
opens  on  8th  December  and  will  continue  through  the  end  of  January  at  the  Museum 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  Broadway  at  155th  Street,  New  York  City.

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED 

Oriental  Coins  and  their  Values:  The  Ancient  and  Classical  World  600  B.C.-A.D.  650. 

By  Michael  Mitchiner.  Case  Bound,  pp.  760  with  over  1 1,000  photographs,  £45. 

The  Ancient  and  Classical  Orient  and  its  coinage  are  presented  through  the  medium  of  over 
five  and  a  half  thousand  coins,  all  in  the  possession  of  private  collectors  or  dealers.  All  these  coins 
are  illustrated  natural  size  and  some  of  the  smaller  specimens  are  additionally  illustrated  by  en¬ 
larged  photographs.  Although  the  coins  presented  here  range  in  date  from  some  of  the  earliest 
Chinese  issues  produced  during  the  8th  century  b.c.  down  to  Siamese  specimens  that  heralded 
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the  establishment  of  the  Sukothai  kingdom  in  the  13th  century  a.d.  the  great  majority  of  issues 
catalogued  in  the  book  were  produced  from  the  6th  century  b.c.  when  coinage  became  well 
established  in  many  Greek  and  Indian  States  until  the  middle  of  the  7th  century  a.d.  when  major 
political  changes  occured  in  many  parts  of  the  Eastern  World.  At  this  time,  which  forms  a 
convenient  termination  to  the  “Ancient  and  Classical”  period,  Islam  spread  its  mantle  over  the 
Iranian  landscape,  much  of  northern  India  found  a  new,  if  only  transient,  unity  under  the  sceptre 
of  Harshavardhana,  the  old  kingdoms  of  Srikshetra  and  Arakan  had  recently  crumbled  before 
the  ingress  of  the  Thai  into  Burma  and  China  blossomed  into  a  new  period  of  prosperity  under 
the  T’ang. 

The  geographical  area  embraced  by  the  many  coin  series  considered  in  this  book  ranges  from 
the  Atlantic  seaboard  in  the  west,  where  some  Punic  and  Celtic  series  were  struck,  eastwards  to 
the  Shantung  Penninsula  of  China’s  east  coast  where  various  series  of  ‘Knife’  money  were  cast. 
To  the  north  the  various  Indo-European  peoples  of  the  northern  steppes  v/hose  periodic  mi¬ 
grations  had  so  much  influence  on  the  urbanised  kingdoms  further  south  are  discussed,  along 
with  such  coinage  as  they  issued.  In  time  the  Indo-European  peoples  of  these  lands  gave  way  to 
new  Turko-Mongol  peoples  whose  tribal  movements  were  also  to  have  their  impact  on  the 
urbanised  lands.  Further  to  the  south  due  consideration  is  given  to  the  varoius  kingdoms  that 
stretched  from  the  Greek  City  States  of  the  north-east  Mediterranean  and  from  the  more 
southerly  Phoenician  dominions  eastwards  across  the  Iranian- Afghan  plateau  to  northern  India; 
kingdoms  that  were  subject  to  periodic  invasions  from  their  more  mobile  northern  neighbours. 
The  kingdoms  of  Penninsular  India  andj  Ceylon  tended  to  form  a  separate  sphere  where  local 
politics  was  much  less  subject  to  external  influences.  The  early  kingdoms  of  south-east  Asia  and 
Indonesia  had  links  with  both  southern  India  and  China.  But,  though  much  has  been  learned 
during  the  present  century  about  their  early  history,  the  study  of  their  various  coinages  has  been 
relatively  neglected.  Thus  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  coins  presented  here  form  the  most  detailed 
catalogue  of  south-east  Asian  coinage  struck  during  the  pre-Thai  period  so  far  published.  The 
catalogue  ends  with  a  section  on  early  Chinese  coinage,  followed  by  a  selection  of  intaglio  seals, 
mainly  from  Iran,  and  some  Indian  and  Dvaravati  votive  clay  sealings. 

Historical  introductions  and,  where  these  are  available,  dynastic  lists  accompany  the  coins  of 
some  350  dynasties  and  states  presented  in  the  catalogue.  The  majority  of  coin  inscriptions  are 
rendered  in  their  original  script,  alongside  a  transliteration  or  translation  where  these  are  relevant, 
and  the  catalogue  itself  is  preceded  by  several  tables  illustrating  the  numerous  alphabetic  and 
syllabic  scripts  encountered  on  the  coins.  Appendices  of  individual  coin  weights  and  the  suggested 
values  for  the  coins  follow  the  catalogue  and  the  book  ends  with  a  bibliography  of  some  fifteen 
hundred  publications. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Norse  penny  from  Maine.  There  is  no  doubt  that  our  story  in  the  December 
Bulletin  on  the  Norse  penny  from  Maine  has  scooped  more  publicity  than  any  other  article  we 
have  published  since  the  Bulletin  was  started.  We  print  below  one  of  the  many  letters  received 
in  reply.  As  a  matter  of  interest  the  comments  on  the  Walter  Cronkite  T.V.  news  shown 
nationally  across  America  is  estimated  to  have  been  seen  by  some  80  million  viewers. 

Many  people  came  to  our  stand  at  the  New  York  International  Coin  Fair  early  in  December 
to  read  the  article  in  full  and  to  offer  congratulations.  The  national  and  numismatic  press 
responded  superbly;  Russ  Rulau  of  World  Coin  News  of  Iola,  Wisconsin  (where  the  news  was 
particularly  appreciated  in  view  of  the  Norwegian  origin  of  many  of  the  townsfolk)  said  that  it 
was  the  best  story  he  had  ever  printed  in  all  his  years  in  the  newspaper  business. 

The  headlines  in  some  papers  read  as  follows:  “Did  the  Vikings  land  first” — Evening 
Gazette;  “Did  Norsemen  beat  Columbus  to  U.S.” — Evening  Star;  “Viking  coin  find  backs  up 
Vinland  discovery  story” — Guardian;  “Pennywise  to  Columbus” — Yorkshire  Post;  “Hello  Leif, 
goodbye  Columbus” — World  Coin  News. — (The  Editors) 

The  Norse  penny  from  Maine.  Thank  you  for  the  admirable  article  in  the  December 
Bulletin ,  on  “The  First  Datable  Norse  Find  from  North  America,”  by  Peter  Seaby.  I  write 
this  the  morning  after  the  article  was  the  subject  of  brief  comment  by  the  esteemed  TV  newsman 
Walter  Cronkite,  but  find  nothing  more  about  the  matter  in  the  morning’s  newspaper.  The 
Seaby  article  is  all  that  one  could  ask  for  from  the  numismatic  point  of  view;  the  author  must 
leave  the  circumstances  of  the  find  to  the  judgment  of  others,  but  when  the  judges  include 
Professor  Buttrey  I  am  sure  we  have  no  cause  to  worry.  The  statement  that  “the  Norse  did 
visit  North  America”,  on  the  basis  of  the  second  bibliographical  reference  (an  absolutely 
convincing  work),  is  particularly  to  be  applauded.  I  think  there  might  have  been  just  a  little 
bit  more  weight  given,  for  caution’s  sake,  to  the  possibility  that  the  coin  of  Olaf  Kyrre  had 
pa*sed  from  Europeans  in  the  Greenland  settlement  to  Eskimos  and  thence  to  Maine  Indians. 
One  more  European  find,  of  whatever  nature,  somewhere  near  that  shell-midden  would  put  a 
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much  more  cheerful  face  on  the  matter.  Meanwhile  we  have  to  face  the  possibility  that  Vinland 
was  soon  lost,  for  according  to  Flateyjarbok  in  1121  Bishop  Eric  Gnupsson  “went  in  search 
of  Vinland.”1  But  it  may  have  been  rediscovered  later,  since  “Icelandic  annals”  speak  in  1347 
of  a  Greenalnd  ship  was  driven  jto  Iceland  from  “Markland”  [(near  Vinland),  where  it  may 
have  gone  to  secure  timber  for  the  Greenland  colony2. — H.  Bartlett  Wells ,  Washington ,  D.C.

The  oldest  provincial  Numismatic  Society.  (1)  No  doubt  I  risk  a  resumption  of  the 
Wars  of  the  Roses,  but  nevertheless  I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  were  I  not  to  point  out 
that  Robert  Seaman’s  excellent  history  of  B.A.N.S.  in  the  December  Bulletin  contains  a  popular 
misconception — one  fostered,  no  doubt,  by  our  deadly  rivals  across  the  Pennines.  The  oldest 
provincial  numismatic  society  is  not  the  Yorkshire,  but  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  which 
started  life  as  the  Lancashire  Numismatic  Society  in  1864.  The  parvenu  Tykes  waited  a  further 
45  years  before  following  our  lead. — K.  F.  Sugden

concerning  the  oldest  provincial  numismatic  society.  Whilst  I  accept  that  the  Lancashire 
Numismatic  Society  was  founded  in  1864,  it  disbanded  at  a  later  date,  which  I  have  been  unable 
to  ascertain  but  which  appears  to  be  towards  the  end  of  the  19th  century.  It  was  not  revived 
until  1933  and  now  has  a  different  name.  Perhaps  I  should  have  gone  into  this  as  a  footnote  to 
my  article  but  I  feel  that  it  is  difficult  to  take  away  from  the  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society 
the  title  of  oldest  numismatic  society  outside  London,  in  that  they  have  been  in  continuous 
existence  since  1909. — Robert  Seaman 

Metal  Detectors — An  Alternative  View.  The  curator  of  Bedford  Museum  has  warned 
of  the  damage  people  using  metal  detectors  could  be  doing  to  the  county’s  heritage.  Mr.  Jolin 
Turner  warned:  “If  this  hobby  continues  to  increase  we  must  have  legislation  as  soon  as 
possible  to  control  it.  Our  archaeological  heritage  is  in  peril.” 

Mr.  Turner’s  comments  come  after  the  recent  discovery  of  Roman  coins  at  Kempston  and 
also  in  response  to  the  present  boom  in  sales  and  use  of  detectors.  The  museum’s  archaeological 
officer,  Jane  Hassall,  and  Mr.  Turner  have  given  a  two  page  statement  to  the  Bedfordshire 
Times  stating  their  opinions  about  the  subject. 

Entitled  Metal  Detectors — An  Alternative  View,  the  statement  says  there  is  a  point  of  view 
that  says  treasure  hunting  is  not  always  the  harmless  instructive  pastime  it  is  usually  represented 
to  be.  it  quotes  from  a  book  by  archaeological  expert  Sir  Mortimer  Wheeler,  entitled  Archaeology 
from  the  Earth,  which  says: 

“The  basis  of  scientific  excavation  is  the  accurately  observed  and  adequately  recorded 
section.  The  accumulation  of  construction  and  debris  on  a  buried  site  have  much  the  same 
valdity  as  the  successive  pages  of  a  book. 

“In  a  haphazard  excavation  .  .  .  material  is  not  merely  torn  ruthlessly  from  its  context  but 
is  not  even  postulated  by  the  carefree  excavator.  The  whole  mechanism  of  the  ‘book’  is  ignored 
or  misunderstood.  Once  a  metal  detector  find  has  been  made  it  is  sometimes  possible  to  say 
that  little  or  no  archaeological  damage  has  been  done — the  problem  is  that  you  do  not  know 
until  afterwards.”  he  Says. 

Although  he  fears  it  may  be  too  late  to  save  some  archaeological  sites,  Mr.  Turner  has 
practical  advice  to  owners  of  metal  detectors.  “Please  avoid  known  archaeological  sites.  Beaches 
and  soil  from  river  that  are  being  dredged  are  fine  from  our  point  of  view.  I’m  a  realist,  so  I 
can’t  see  everyone  with  a  detector  suddenly  giving  it  up,  but  we  are  very  unhappy  about  the 
situation  as  it  is  at  the  moment.” 

Mr.  Turner  would  like  to  see  legislation  brought  in  by  the  Government  to  control  where 
and  when  people  use  detectors.  “It  may  well  be  too  late  in  some  cases,  but  I  think  there  is  a 
need  for  tighter  control  rather  than  outright  prohibition.” 

Local  detector  expert  Mr.  Barry  Facey  agreed  with  Mr.  Turner’s  point  about  known  sites. 
“Nobody  should  go  on  a  known  archaeological  site.  I  think  that  is  criminal,”  he  said.  “How¬ 
ever,  I  cannot  agree  with  some  of  the  other  points  the  curator  makes.  Much  of  the  detection 
is  done  on  ploughed  land,  which  cannot  possibly  do  any  harm.  We  only  dig  to  an  average  of 
around  six  inches,  and  ploughs  go  much  deeper  than  that  anyway.” 

But  Mr.  Facey  welcomed  some  sort  of  discussion  between  the  treasure  hunters  and  archaeo¬ 
logists.  “We  could  work  together  very  well,  and  that  is  what  we  should  be  doing.  Personally, 
I  would  like  to  sit  down  and  talk  it  over,  because  there  are  a  lot  of  things  we  could  sort  out 
together.” 
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The  use  of  metal  detectors  also  came  up  for  discussion  by  Beds  County  Council’s  Leisure 
Committee  when  it  considered  a  report  by  chief  arts  and  recreation  officer,  Mr.  Peter  Smith. 
The  report  called  for  a  code  of  conduct  for  the  use  of  metal  detectors,  and  Mr.  Smith  registered 
his  disapproval  of  detection  on  known  sites.  And  a  spokesman  for  the  National  Farmers’  Union 
urged  all  treasure  hunters  to  ask  permission  before  entering  land.  “We  would  like  very  much 
to  ensure  that  these  machines  are  in  responsible  hands,”  he  said. — Bedfordshire  Times ,  Nov.  1978

The  recent  auction  sale,  by  Sotheby,  Parke,  Bernet  &  Co.,  of  the  Charles  Lovell 
collection  of  medals,  has  brought  to  the  fore  a  number  of  abbreviations  of  ratings 
ranks  and  units  (mainly  in  connection  with  the  Queen's  and  King’s  South  Africa 
Medals)  which  have  frequently  puzzled  collectors. 

Many  of  these  have  already  been  included  in  the  considerably  expanded  lists  in 
the  3rd  (enlarged  and  revised)  edition  of  my  book,  Collecting  Medals  and  Decora¬ 
tions,  recently  published.  However,  I  notice  nearly  forty  examples  which  I  have  not 
included  and  which  are  appended  below,  as  they  may  be  helpful  to  collectors  (they 
will,  I  hope,  be  incorporated  in  the  next  edition) :
